Prison guards, ‘with militiamen to 
cover them, went into the tunnel at | 
ij] p. m. to bring out the prisoners. | 

The four men, however, when they 
heard the guards’ voices and knew | 
their plan had been frustrated, worked 
their way back to the cell block from 
which they had emerged and joined 
their fellow prisoners. 

Knowtng the desperate temper of 
the 4,950 gonvicts in the penitentiary, 
authorities called for national guard

population of Fulton county haves 
placed it in the position to claim its 
own representative in congress in the 


re-apportionment of membership in 
the house of representatives. 

Positive. assurance that the cities 
and towns which make up Greater 
Atlanta henceforward would not be 
classed as such, but as boroughs of 
the City of Atlanta, was given in 
Washington by_Dr. 'W. M. Steuart, 
director of the United States census 
bureau, to Senator William J, Har- 
ris, Senator Walter F. George, Con- 
gressman Robert Ramspeck and to 
President Horace Russell and Execu- 
tive Vice President B. 8S. Barker, of 
the Atlanta Chamber of, Commerce. 
The recognition of the city and its 
environs as a single unit is expected 
to sweep the total population of. the 
City of Atlanta to upwards of 35U,- 
000. 

The discovery that Fulton county 
would be entitled to its own repre- 
sentative in the United States house 
of representatives was made Monday 
after dispatches from Washington an- 
nounced that a re-apportionment of 
congressional districts was being 
brought inevitably closer by the com- 
pletion of the census. 

One to 280,780. 

While authentic figures were lack- 
ing; -it was estimated that congres- 
sional representation would be on a 
basis of one member to every 280,78U 
population. 

The 1930 census will show a popu- 
lation in excess of 290,000 in Ful- 
ton county, figures show. 

The estimate is based on figures 
supplied by Dr. Elizabeth Broach, lo- 
cal director of the census. The pre- 
liminary count already has shown a 
population of 266,557 in the bor- 
ough of Atlanta. 

Part of the borough, however, con- 
i taining 24,819 persons, according to 
the 1930 census, lies in DeKalb 
county. The deduction of this num- 
ber leaves a balance of 241,738 per- 
sons living both in the borough of 
Atlanta and in Fulton county. 

36,619 Outside Borough. 

A tabulation of census districts im 
which the 1930 preliminary count has 
been completed, lying within the 
county but outside the borough of At- 
lanta, revealed a total population of 
36,619. The addition of this figure 
brought the total to 278,357, all 
counted in the 1930, census, and the 


total only a few thousand short of 
the probable number needed for the 
county to obtain its own congressman. 

The addition of these missed by 
enumerators in the preliminary count 
probably Rag ce add more than enough.’ 
But ite not needed. Districts in 
which ihe preliminary count has not 
yet been completed will more than 
supply the deficiency.

“A short time after the radio was 
installed, I made my first broadcast 
to the prisoners,” said*Warden Hill. 
“I told them that I would try to 
make the Illinois penitentiary as good 
a place as possible for them to serve 
their time provided they would recip- 
rocate by behaving. At the same time 
I warned them that punishment for 
misconduct would be more. severe 
than under the previous warden's ad- 
ministration.”

the barber shop, where 25 student) bar- 
bers are now being trained, was feund- 
ed as ai sanitary measure. Both

The government's part in the news 
today was the reinstatement of the 
press censorship laws of 1910 for 
native papers, on the ground that 
those papers spread rumors and 
foment discontent.

As a spectacle the eclipse brought 
countless thousands of persons in 
northern California, Nevada, Idaho 
and Montana out into the open with 
smoked glasses to witness the sun's 
occlusion by the moon. The path of 
totality was both narrow and relative- 
ly short. Starting at a point in the 
Pacific ocean west of San Francisco 
about 9:36 a. m. (Pacifie coast stand- 


ard time) the moon’s shadow moved 
northeastward at a rate of 1,200 miles 
an hour, entering Nevada at Honey 
Lake, Cal., and passing onward into 
Idaho and Montana, where it left the 
earth. 

The path of totality was about 3,- 
QOO feet wide. Each direction from 
that path the percentage of totality 
diminished until 300 or 400 miles 
away there was little to see. The 
darkness occasioued by the eclipse 
was of an eerie sort, like that in a 
graveyard at twilight. Not onlv dark- 
ness but a coolness’ resulted’ that 
brought the mercury down perceptibly. 
There was also a hush that may have 
been partly imaginary, but the usual 
reports of chickens and birds going to 
roost were received. In San Francis- 
co, the largest city near the center of 
totality, where the sun was 99 per 


cent obscured, lights were necessary 


indoors.

With the task’ of making a budget 
for operation and maintenance of the

With all appeals to council for 
more money denied because of the in- 
ability of that body to allocate any 
“further’funds for school purposes,”’ 
the board must decide at once on 
some budget, and there loomed the 
probability that one or the other of 
the plans must be accepted. 

The board passed a budget at the 
beginning of the year calling for ex- 
penditure of approximately $500,000 
more than was set up by council. 
Mayor I. N. Ragsdale disapproved it 
on the grounds that council could not 
approve a budget of’ that size, and 
since that time. financial affairs of 
the system have been under the direc- 
tion of a committee composed of the 
mavor.

MACON, Ga., April 28.—(@)—A 
gun battle in a Macon street, in 
which a policeman’s cap was shot 
from his head, early Monday resulted 
in the death of John Forest, 50-year- 
old negro.
